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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 8, line 14 "ay" 
should read "may". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,602,191 to Quy. 

As per claim 1, Quy teaches a computer system for ongoing monitoring and providing 
medication dosage recommendation to diabetic patient, comprising: 

-the claimed database for storing patient data is met by the external data source (74, Fig. 
4) that stores health data such as patient's prior medical or health history (see: column 8, lines 
15-23); 

-the claimed patient means of database access comprising one of web access, touch tone 
telephone access and speech recognition access is met by the external data source (74, Fig. 4) 
that may also include online access of health information from external web sites or other 
sources (see: column 8, lines 25-28); 

—the claimed server is met by server (17, Fig. 1); 
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—the claimed first set of programs contained within said server for processing the patient 
data and interfacing said patient means of data base access (see: column 9, lines 1-10 and 23-35); 

--the claimed computer terminal connected to the server through the World Wide Web 
containing said set of program including the specific interface to the system for a patient's 
physician to enter patient specific parameters relevant to compute one of the insulin and other 
medication dosage (see: column 7, lines 41-50 and column 9, lines 65 to column 10 5 lines 10); 

—the claimed second set of programs contained within said server for diabetic 
management for interface by a patient and the patient physician by said patient means of 
database access (see: column 6, lines 55-64); and 

-the claimed second set of programs to be used to enter the current blood glucose, the 
planned intake of carbohydrates, and to generate a recommendation of one of a dosage of 
diabetic medication and a quantity of glucose for intake (see: column 7, lines 41-50 and column 
9, lines 65 to column 10, lines 10). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

In related art (4,73 1,726) Allen, III teaches a monitor system including a means for 
measuring blood glucose values and a computing means for receiving blood glucose data signal 
and administrating treatment for diabetes mellitus. 

In related art (5,960,403) Brown discloses for remotely monitoring a patient and for 
training the patient to comply with a treatment plan for a health condition. 
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In related art (6,024,699) Surwit et al. teaches patient monitoring systems are capable of 
receiving and storing patient data and may include a medicine dosage algorithm for using the 
stored patient data to generate medicine dosage recommendations to a patient.
